phers, but alfo to etfe& any real Experiment, 
which 1s to be expected in the Рговгеб of out 
Celeftial Art; and yet being apt to believe, 
ghas fuch, as are not our Difciples, may per- 
haps meet wich fome of the Philofophical Fi- 
gures, the meaning of which they may not fo 
сау comprehend, we have judg’d it highly 
expedient, in the Front of this our little Book 
to piace this oar Figure, by which, being a 
perfe& Compendium of all the Philofophieal 
Emblems, the гей may be without any great 
difficulty underftood. Now fince this our Fi- 
gure, myftically reprefenting all our Subjects 
and Operations,cannot but admit of many and 
vaii- 
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various Interpretations, all which if we fhould 
here fet down, our Aphorifms (where they 
are already delver'd, and of which this would 
then bea Repetition, ) would be altogether 
ufelefs and infignificant: wetherefore ac firft 
efteem'd it very fuperfluous to give any farther 
Illuftration of it.
